It is only the past several early mornings that I've been able to do any 
writing at all. I liope that before daylight today I finished the rough draft of the 
Afterword to one book and that after 1 read and correct it in the morning I'll be able 
to forget about it. I 4id finish the sequel^ to NEVER AGAIN H last year but from the 
experiences I've had witjf this publisher I've not even offered it. ^esides this one I 
hmpe to finosh tomorrow I'm working on too other books.
